WASHINGTON, June 7. — The 
French Government, according to a 
dispatch to the State Department 
from Myron T. Herrick, American 
Ambassador in Paris, has suggested 
its desire. to open discussion with 
the United States for the negotiation 
of a treaty for the elimination of 
war and the preservation of lasting 
peace between the two nations. 
According to the best information 
obtainable, no definite proposal or a 
suggested outline of the scope of the 
treaty has been laid before this Gov- 
ernment by the Government of 
France. It is understood that as far 
as the State Department’s informa- 
tion goes M. Briand, the French 
Foreign Minister, made conversa- 
tional inquiry on the subject of Am- 
bassador Herrick and this inquiry 
was transmitted to the State Depart- 
ment by cable either at the end of 
last week or in.th® last two days. 


‘No Reply Yet Made. 


On account of the brief time M. 
Briand’s inquiry has been before this 
Government no response to it has 
been made, but needless to say the 
suggestion will be accepted and con- 
versations with a view to negotiating 
a treaty, or determining whether it 
is advisable that a treaty of this 
character should be concluded, will 
be undertaken. 

The important step taken by the 
French Government is the fruition 
of M. Briand’s notable statement of 
April 6 last, exactly a decade after 
the United States joined the Euro 
pean Allies in the World War, to the 
effect that France willingly would 
subscribe publicly with the United 
States to the outlawry of war as be- 
tween the two countries;

COOLIDGE MAY CALL 
CONGRESS IN OCTOBER 


Republican Leaders Anxious to 
Dispose of Flood, Taxation 
and Farm Relief Measures. 


WISH EARLY ADJOURNMENT 


Fear Democratic Fight Against 
Seating Smith and Vare Will 
Delay Senate Business.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—President 
Coolidge has under consideration the 
calling of a. special session of Con- 
gress by the middle of October. He 
will be urged by Senator Smoot to- 
morrow to issue such a call so that 
Congress may speed up action on 
taxation, the Mississippi flood con- 
trol plans, farm relief legislation and 
adjourn early for the electoral cam- 
paign next year. 

The President today indicated, in 
discussing the proposal, that there 
did not appear to be any pressing 
necessity for a special session to 
consider flood control plans alone. 
In his opinion these plans cannot be 
formulated much in advance of De- 
cember and inasmuch as they will 
take years to carry out there is no 
reason why Congress should meet 
earlier for that purpose solely. 

It might be advisable, however, to 
have Congress come earlier than 
December to take up tax revision, 
farm relief and other legislative 
matters, he intimated. He feels that 
Congress will want to adjourn early 
for the campaign next year, when 
one-third of the Senate and the en- 
tire House will be elected, but will 
be guided by developments and the 
advice of leading members of Con- 
gress whom he will consult while on 
vacation. 

Senator Smoot has been in confer- 
ence with many Republican Senators 
and House leaders, and has decided 
that Congress ought to meet in spe- 
cial session by Oct. 15 so as to get 
organized and under full speed by 
Dec. 1.

WARSAW, June 7.—Shouting “This 
is for Nationalist ‘Russia, not for the 
International!’ Boris Korenko, aged 
19, .a Russian monarchist student 
from Vilna and the son of a former 
official of the late Czar, today as- 
sassinated Peter Voikoff, the Soviet 
Minister to Poland. 

The diplomat was standing on the 
platform of the Central: Railway sta- 
tion talking with A.'P. Rosengolz, 
the former Soviet Chargé d’Affaires 
at London, just before the latter's 
train for Moscow was to.start, when 
Korenko approached and renewed a 
demiand for a passport made several 
days ago. 

When the request was again re- 
fused by M. Voikoff, who turned 
away, Korenko drew a revolver and 
rapidly fired six shots. . Though mor- 
tally wounded, the Minister returned 
the fire, but his shots went wild. 

Removed to a hospital and placed 
on the operating table immediately, 
the Soviet representative died at 11 
o’clock, less: than two hours after the 
attack, with M. ‘Zaleski! the Polish 
Foreign Minister, at ‘the bedside. It 
was found that A. Voikoff’s heart 
and lungs had been penetrated by

Crime Astounds All Poland. 


WARSAW, Poland, June 7 .-— 
Consternation has been caused 
throughout Foland by the assassina- 
tion of Peter Voikoff, the Soviet 
Minister to Poland, by a young Rus- 
sian student today. The Minister 
was shot as he was walking up and 
down the platform of the Central 
Railway Station in the company of 
A. P. Rosengolz, former. Soviet 
Chargé d’Affaires at London, who 
was waiting for a train to take him 
to Moscow. 

Suddenly a young stranger ap- 
proached M. Voikoff and M. Rosen- 
golz; and without warning whipped 
out a revoiver and fired at close 
range. M. Voikoff was hit by sev- 
eral bullets, but drew his own re 
volver and attempted to defend him- 
self. Almost immediately, however, 
he collapsed on the platform, and 
was rushed to a hospital, where he 
died soon afterward. 

The Polish Foreign Minister, M. 
Zaleski, visited the hospital where 
M. Voikoff was lying and later the 
Polish Minister at Moscow was in- 
structed to express deepest regrets 
to the Soviet Republic.

ABOARD THE U. S. CRUISER

I can’t: see how the men escape 
without losing many of their fingers 
in handling those 115-pound shells. 
As a matter of fact, Commander 
Esler told me, the casualties were 
reduced to the minimum, but when 
you see the speed of the crew it is 
hard to understand how their fin- 
gers come out whole. 

We inspected several gleaming, 
business-like guns. It was another 
thrilling experience and an honor 
which I appreciate greatly. Lieut. 
Commander Jay K. Esler, the gun- 
nery officer, was my escort and be- 
sides the fire control station I saw 
the forward twin gun mount, where 
a special loading drill by the crack 
loading crew of the United States 
Navy was staged for my benefit. 

The speed and accuracy of the 
men were amazing. I saw the six- 
inchers and then went below to the 
magazine, where were stored high 
explosive shells and powder. There 
is enough on board to make a siz- 
able enemy fleet take to its heels. 

Pictures Himself Under Air Fire. 

The anti-aircraft guns were parti- 
cularly interesting to me. I pic- 
tured myself flying over the Atlantic

chiefly with the state of his mother’s health. 

“T was glad to hear she was better,” the pilot said. “She 
congratulated me and told me how giad she was I got here 
safely.” 

Then the aerial tourists bade farewell to the official delega- 
tion and with the Ambassador drove off to the embassy, where 
they are stopping as his guests during their stay here, through 
a madly cheering human gauntlet. 

They received the press, German, American and foreign, a 
few minutes later in the embassy’s ballroom. 


Brief Interview With the Press. 


Ambassador. Schurman intimated that his guests were 
there to be looked at, but not heckled, and limited the interview 
to five minutes.

To the first question, whether they meant to fly back to 
New York, Chamberlin replied with his quizzical grin: 

“Yes, on a boat.” 

Both admitted to having had a fine night’s sleep and a 
pleasant flight from Kottbus. Their plans, they said, were in- 
definite, but included aerial visits to other German cities. 
Chamberlin said he was not sure whether his mother was 
coming to Europe. 

The newspaper men thereupon were persuaded to retire, 
with the promise that they would be received twice daily here- 
after by the fliers. 

Official Entertainment Begins Today.

Greeted by 150,000 at Airdrome.

BERLIN, June 7.—After flying more than 4,000 miles 
over the ocean from New York with the fates against them in 
‘the last hundred or more miles, Clarence D. Chamberlin and 
Charles A. Levine finally descended upon Berlin in their Bel- 
lanca plane Columbia this evening. They were convoyed by 
fifteen German planes, the deafening roar of whose motors 
could hardly compete with the hoarse “hochs” of the 150,000 


enthusiastic spectators gathered in and around Templehof 
airdrome. 

It was a real welcome. The fact that the people of Berlin 
suffered a great disappointment on Monday morning, when the 
plane was expected, had nothing to do with the greeting ex- 
tended to the American airmen when they did arrive. 

Crowds many times as large as had made the pilgrimage 
on the previous day to the field spent all afternoon in picnic 
- fashion and spirit scanning the sky..ffor a glimpse of the 
Columbia. 

The watchers crowded the airdrome to its capacity and 
lined up many rows deep along the fence enclosing the immense 
field. 


Touch of Carnival on the Field. 


A touch of carnival was added when about 5 o’clock a brass 
band, in gaudy flaming red Hussar uniforms, with gilded drap-

Mr. Brown 
advised her that her son’s voice came 
through from Berlin very distinctly 
and Mrs. Chamberlin asserted Mr.

Brown had a chat with Mrs. Cham- 
berlin.

Sergeant Frank M. O’Connor at 
Mitchel Field explained last night 
his part in the stamping of the let- 
ters. *—A month ago there was a4

The Board of Estimate will give 
a public hedring tomorrow to the 
proposal to establish a municipal air- 
port in New York: City. Arthur 8. 
Tuttle, chief engineer for the board, 
who has made a survey of available 
sites, will recommend that East Is- 
land in Jamaica Bay be chosen for 
the purpose. Maurice Connolly, | 5* 
President of the Borough of Queens, 
has suggested that the airport be 
known as Lindbergh Field. 

In his report, which was filed last 
May, Mr. Tuttle said that the spe- 
cial committee appointed by Mayor 
Walker to look over available sites 
had considered nine. Five of these 
were in the Bronx, two were in 
Queens, one in Brooklyn and one in 
New Jersey. 


Selection of the New Jersey site, 
which is on the Hackensack 
meadows, is considered inadvisable 
because it would establish a city air- 

ag in another State. The sites

New Rules for Students Follow 


Moves by Bar Associations and 
Education Department. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, June 7.—Rules of the 


Court of Appeals increasing the edu- 
cational requirements for law | stu- 
dents were amended today so as to 
require students who begin the study 
of law after Oct. 15, 1928, to have 
completed one year of college work 
or its equivalent. After Oct. 15, 1929, 
this requirement will be raised to 
two years of college work. Students 
who have already begun the study of 
law and those who begin prior to 
Oct. 15, 1928, will qualify under the 
old rules. 


This is the first change in the court 


rules since 1908 and it comes in re- 
sponse to the application made 
March 5 by representatives of the 
Association of the Bar of the City 
of New York. The New York County 
Lawyers’ Association, representa- 
tives of various colleges and law 
schools in the State and the State 
Department of Education.

Novelist on Way to Boston With 
His Son to Defend “Oil,” 
Accused of Indecency. 











YOUTH, 25, WILL AID HIM 


Sinclair Sees Political Motives and 
Present Charge as Ruse—Will 
Appeal if He Loses. 





Upton Sinclair, author of “The 
Jungle,” ‘“‘The Goose Step,” “The 
Brass Check” and other novels, left 
New York last evening for Boston to 
appear in defense of his latest book, 
‘“‘Oil!”? which was proscribed in that 
city on May 31 as containing pas 
sages liable to corrupt young minds. 
With Mr. Sinclair was his son, 
David, a young man of 25, who will 
offer himself as proof that his fath- 
er’s teachings have left at least one 
youthful mind uncorrupted. He will 
also tell the Court that some of the 
scenes in ‘‘Oil!’’ especially those de- 
scriptive of life among high school 
and college students, were actually 
witnessed by him. 

Before leaving for Boston Mr. Sin- 
clair said he believed the Boston au- 
thorities in reality objected to ‘‘Oil!”’ 
on political grounds. “I don’t re- 
gard the charge of obscenity as a 
joke,”” he said, “in fact I am de- 
scribed in Floyd Dell’s (forthcoming) 
biography of me as a Puritan.”’ Mr. 
Sinclair then said he thought the 
Watch and Ward Society and others 
instrumental in banning his novel 
had used the imputations of obscen- 
ity as a ruse. 

Mr. Sinclair was much amused that 
Judge John Duff had picked out one 
page, made up largely. of quotations 
from the “Songs of Solomon,” as 
tending to sully the minds of the 
young. “I am going to read this 
page next Sunday on Boston Com- 
mon,” said Mr. Sinclair, ‘‘regardless 
of the outeome of the-trial.’””’ The

From ex-Governor LLOWDEN of illi- 
nois has at.last come a definite 
statement that he is “in the hands 
of his friends” as respects a nomi- 
nation for the Presidency. The fas- 
tidious may incline to-carp atthe 
form of his statement to anxious 
supporters of his in lowa.

“No man is too big to refuse the 
“support of any State as a candi-

“tion for President.” This looks like 
a discrimination against the Vice 
Presidency, which Mr. LOWDEN him- 
self was too big to accept in 1924 
even after the Republican Conven- 
tion had offered it to him by) formal 
vote. But it is no time to split hairs 
about the relative scale of offices or 
the size of public men. Ali those 
nice distinctions were laughed out ot 
court years ago by the complacent 
doorkeeper of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, who went on record as 
saying that in his position he was “a 
biger man than old GRANT.” 

More serious is the effect which 
the Lowden announcement will have 
upon those Republican dreamers ot 
rosy dreams who have been predict- 
ing that President CooLIDGE will! not 
have the slightest opposition within 
his own party as a candidate for an- 
other term. This idea has been sedu- 
lously put about, largely for the pur- 
pose, it would seem, of discouraging 
other aspirants. But there is more 
in it than that. A part of the thirda- 
term program has been to represent 
Mr. COOLIDGE as maintaining an at- 
titude of majestic aloofness. If he 
were to be summoned by the unani- 
mous voice of his party, he might 
waive his own personal preferences 
and accept another nomination. But 
he would never make a fight for it. 
It would be repugnant to him to set 
the Federal patronage-machine at 
work’ in order to win delegates 
enough to insure a triumph at the 
National Convention. 

That assumed poise of detach- 
ment cannot longer be maintained. 
Governor LOWDEN’s hat is now 
openly in the ring, and there will be

SECURITY IN ATLANTIC FLYING. 


Commander Byrp believes that 
the flights of LINDBERGH and CHAM- 
BERLIN mean that commercial fly- 
ing to Europe is “not far distant.” 
Secretary Hoover is even more op- 
timistic:. “It will be a matter of 
“only a few years until planes will 
“be making regular flights across 
“the Atlantic and Pacific in*com- 
“ mercial service.” ORVILLE WRIGHT 
is less confident: “Men like LIND- 
“RERGH and CHAMBERLIN took one 
“chance in four or five when they 
“ started. Regular commercial avia- 
“tion cannot be launched until the 
“chance for failure is one-in a 
“thousand.” The South Atlantic 
from the Azores to Brazil has been 
crossed in recent years by Portu- 
guese, Spanish and Italian aviators. 
Also it must be remembered that 
the “endurance” of airplanes has 
been greatly increased since 1919. 
The range of the machine used by 
ALCOCK and BROWN was estimated 
to be 2440 miles. The “great 
circle” distance traveled by CHAM- 
BERLIN is calculated by the National 
Aeronautical Association as 3,905 
miles. The fact is that he flew an 
irregular course of more than 4,000 
miles, 

One great improvement in motors 
the achievements of LINDBERGH and 
CHAMBERLIN have demonstrated, 
and that is the superiority of the 
air-cooled to the water-cooled en- 
gine. In an article in the last num- 
ber of Aviation Commander E. E 
WILSON of the navy says: 


The recent air records made by 
our air-cooled engines have brought 
us to the realization that we are in 
the realm of a new form of aero- 
nautics as a result of a new power- 
plant development. 

Commander WILSON calls the in- 
vention of the air-cooled engine 
“revolutionary,” _ and he says: 
When world records are estab- 

lished by service types it is a good 
“indication that we are entering 
upon a new era in aeronautics.” 
It was with an air-cooled engine 
that the Columbia made her en- 
durance flight of more than fifty- 
one hours and later flew across the 
Atlantic. . The air-cooled engine 
weighs half as much as the water- 
cooled and the speed generated is 
greater. A dispatch from Washing- 
ton, in. THE Times of. yesterday, 
makes this illuminating statement: 

Statistics have been gathered for 
the navy which show that one- 
third of the aviation tragedies have 
been due to radiator troubles in 
connection with the —— 
engines, almost exclusively used in 
flying until recently.

FOR A CITY PLANNING COM- 
MISSION. 

The Mayor’s Committee on Plan 
and Survey has the opportunity to 
bring about one outstanding reform, 
the creation of a permanent) City 
Planning Commission. When Mr. 
MCANENY advanced this suggéstion 
at a meeting of the Regional Plan 
group the other day, Police Commis- 
sioner WARREN heartily endorsed it. 
Mr, WARREN was, until his recent 
promotion, Secretary of the Mayor’s 
Committee, and is known to be per- 
sonally in the Mayor’s closest confi- 
dence, The need is plain enough. As 
congestion increases advance plan- 
ning becomes imperative. Tenements, 
skyscrapers, subways, bridges, all 
give rise to problems that can no 
longer "be left to haphazard solution. 

The agencies ,already in the field 
are helpful, but imadequate. The 
Mayor’s Committee will make its 
recommendations and disband. It is 
too unwieldy a body to serve the pur- 
poses of a permanent commission, 
The Regional Plan group is bringing 
expert opinion. to bear on the .city’s 
planning problems. That is an in- 
dispensable service, but it is per- 
formed by- a purely voluntary or- 
ganization, supported by ‘private 
funds, and without authority to 
make its recommendations effective. 
The various ‘civic associations are 
playing their, part in educating 
the public. Except for the tempo- 
rary Plan‘ and Survey Committee, 
however, there’ is no organization 
that stands between these private 
agencies and the Board of Nstimate, 
where it can help the city authori- 
ties formulate an intelligent plan 
and translate it into action. 

Recent developments afford a 
striking example of. the pressing 
need for such a commission. One 
group wants a triborough bridge. 
Another has been. urging a vehicu- 
lar, tunnel under the East River. 
Still another is committed to a 
west side- motor highway. Who 
shall pass on these projects? 
shall fit them into a coordinated 
plan and determine their relative 
urgency? ‘The Board of Estimate? 
It is not fitted for such a task. 
Besides, each project has its ardent 
partisans on the board. In ‘this 


case it seems to have decided that

TRANSATLANTIC PILGRIMAGES, 
An International Rotarian Con-

Among the 
refugees in Montmartre and the 
Latin Quarter who have sought asy- 
lum from a Rotary-dominated Amer-

QUIETING DOWN IN ENGLAND. 

The Trade Disputes bill is passing 
on its slow way. through the House 
of Commons. But the fierce ani- 
mosity which marked the opening 
discussions has largely evaporated. 
When Mr. RAMSAY MACDONALD, un- 
fortunately delayed by ill health in 
this country, sailed for London, he 
predicted that the Trade Disputes 
bill would arouse a passionate class 
hatred and provoke a bitter agita- 
tion without precedent in English 
politics. But when he arrived home 
he found even the lions of his own 
Labor Party roaring as gently as 
sucking doves. One’ reason for this 
has been the willingness of the 
Government to.accept reasonable 
amendments to the bill. Its penal 
clauses have been made fully as ap- 
plicable to employers forcing a lock- 
out as to workmen ordering a strike. 
In addition, the conduct of the bill 
has been in the hands of an Attorney 
General who has shown himself a 
yery model of patience and good 
nature. Mr. HoGG is a sort of large 
and cherubic personality with whom 
it is impossible long to remain 
angry. The more violent the abuse 
heaped upon him by Labor Party 
orators, the more kindly is his smile. 
It is impossible to keep on going 
through the motions of a furious 
fight with a man who won’t fight 
back. 

Behind-all these accidents of the 
situation, as they may be called, lies 
the larger explanation of the funda- 
mental humor of the Englishman 
when he takes to politics. He can- 
not remain terribly excited for any 
great length of time. He may speak 
evil of a political opponent, but he 
only half believes it himself, and is 
willing to keep up some kind of per- 
sonal contacts even with antago- 
nists whom he is supposed to hate. 
If nothing else, he will maintain, as 
Lord GEORGE BENTINCK protested 
that he did, “betting relations” 
with politicians with whom he has 
broken on every other point. It is 
this kind of English good nature 
which is now acting like oil on the 
troubled waters of political contro- 
versy. Doubtless the battle will rage 
again as soon as there is a pros- 
pect of a general election which 
may turn out the Government. 
But meanwhile, as Mr. MACDONALD 
found to his visible surprise, the 
angry passions of a month ago have 
subsided. In this calmer atmosphere 
there is renewed talk of some kind 
of working agreement, short of 
actual fusion, between the Labor 
Party and the Liberals. The latter 
have just scored another success in 
winning a by-election, and that puts 
them not only in better spirits but 


in a stronger position to do a little 
bargaining when the time comes.

SUMMER CAMPS FOR CITY 
CHILDREN. 

The Summer season has brought 
the customary appeals for support 
of fresh-air homes, Summer camps, 
welfare farms and other similar 
institutions. They have been among 
the most valuable of the various 
efforts to improve social conditions 
in the crowded sections of our 
cities. Although the fundamental 
problem still remains to eliminate 
congestion and to replace unsani- 
tary tenement houses with healthier 
and more comfortable buildings; 
relief work in the form of taking 
children out of the city for a few 
weeks during the worst of the hot 
weather is of prime importance. 
Its benefits cannot be measured in 
terms of money. Not only does it 
add to. the health of the children, 
but also has a spiritual reaction 
which makes them better members 
of the community. 

The Hudson Guild has had a relief 
farm for ten years and has there 
adopted a method that has brought 
unusually good results. It employs 
the children for a few hours a day 
at work on the farm. The purpose 
of this is to give them a closer 
understanding of farm life, to bring 
them into more direct contact with 
nature and also to help defray part 
of the cost of maintenance of the 
establishment. The girls cultivate 


vegetable gardens. The boys. help | 


tend the animals and have even 
done such work as preparing lum- 
ber for new buildings. 

Most of these tasks afford the 
youngsters satisfaction in the knowl- 
edge that they are doing something 
useful which yet has the form of 
play. The physical benefits of this 
work are manifest. The boys and 
girls return to the city with a new 
store of vitality and with thrilling 
tales about their adventures in the 
woods and fields and barnyards. For 
many of them this is the only con- 
tact with the realities of country 
life—all the more precious and 
important because of its short 
duration. 

So many are the requests for con- 
tributions for the support of the va- 
rious Summer camps and farms that 
people of small means are forced 
to consider carefully which is most 
deserving of their support. This is 
the time to begin planning the 
budget. The list of worthy organiza- 
tions is long. Persons in doubt about 
the relative merits of different ap- 
peals will receive helpful advice from 
the various well-established chari- 
table and denominational organiza- 
tions. The important thing is to 
give soon, so that the numbers of 
children to receive the benefits of a 
Summer outing may. be as large as 
possible.

The Navy Medical Corps. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: — 

I am much interested in the health of our 
navy. An excerpt from the annual report 
of the Surgeon General of the Navy to the 
Secretary of the Navy, which was issued in 
December, 1926, says: ‘During the year 
there have been 45 new medical officers com- 
missioned, 41 of whom are internes, while 
55 have been separated from the service, 
43 by resignation. This leaves 814 medical 
officers of all grades,;"* In a letter dated 
May 16, 1923, addressed to the Secretary of 
the Navy, I estimated the number of med- 
ical officers necessary to carry on our work 
as not less than 950. 

From a comprehensive study of the situa- 
tion, including the opinions of our ablest and 
interested medical officers, there are two 
things which cause the shortage—insuffi- 
cient pay and the fact that medical offi- 
cers are required to execute many matters 
which could be done as well by the layman. 
For example, we are required to serve as 
members of court-martials, rendering non- 
professional opinions. ‘This is the princinpa! 
reason why forty-three medical officers re- 
signed their commissions in 1926, which 
means that some of our ships and stations 
must depend upon the pharmacist. 1 be- 
lieve that it would be wise to employ busi- 
ness men to relieve the medical officers of 
clerical work, pay more, and recruit our 
corps. This in the long run will be cheaper 
than frequent change in personnel.

SPEEDY DECISION SOUGHT 





Commission Is Urged to Pass on 
Principles of Merger Ere Nickel

WASHINGTON, June 7.—O. P. Van 
Sweringen of Cleveland was sub- 
jected to a grueling cross-examina- 
tion for more than five hours today 
at the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission hearing by counsel for the 
Chesapeake & Ohio minority stock- 
holders opposing his «lan to unify 
that system with the Erie and Pere 
Marquette roads. 

Mr. Van Sweringen’s inability to 
answer some questions put to him 
by Henry W. Anderson, counsel for 
the Chesapeake & Ohio minority, 


nearly led to a clash betwen Direc- 
tor ie, presiding at the hear- 
ing for the commission and th2 wit- 


ness. 

Mr. Anderson had —* completed 
a statement, that he hoped to prove 
before the hearing ended that ‘‘this 
entire scheme is but a step in a 
long series of acts that have resulted 
in big profits to those who owa con- 
tro] of the Chesapeake & Ohio and 
other railroads involved in this so- 
called plan.’’ 

Then switching to the application 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio for au- 
thority to acquire the Green Brier 
& Eastern, an Ohio short line, he 
demanded that the witness tell when 
and how arrangements were made 
for the purchase of that road's stock. 


Van Sweringen Becomes Cautious. 


“T' can’t say just-when that stock 
was obtained,”’ replied Mr. Van 
Sweringen. ‘‘You see, in view of 
your statement of a minute ago, I 
shall be a little more careful than I 
might have been. I shall have a 
statement on your question prepared 
and submitted later.’’ 

“It seems to me, Mr. Van Swer- 
ingen,”” Director Mahaffie int«r- 
rupted, “‘that the Chairman of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio should be able 

answer that question.’’ 

The witness turned swiftly, his 
face flushed, and declared with some 
heat as he addressed Director Ma- 
haffie: 

“It ig not strange to me at all. I 
have ny things to remember. 

“I do things and forget them and 
ae pe 2 to —2 next. I don’t 
n © apologize for my memory on 
that caked at ts ast.’’ J wf 

Before Director Mahaffie could 
Make a retort, Mr. Anderson fired 
another question at the witness. 

This ‘incident and tilts between 
counsel served to enliven a day that 
was otherwise blanketed with techni- 
cal details of million-dollar transac- 
tions. Newton D. Baker, former Sec- 
retary of War, was present as the 
personal counsel of Mr. Van Swerin- 
gen.

The new boat is expected 
to be the fastest yacht of its type 
now in service and may make a 
record for this type in the run down 
the river. The Oheka II was

She will be used by Mr. Kahn as a 
commuting boat between his Sum-

The Official List. 


There are referees, umpires, judges and other such 
officials in practically every sport. Some render de- 
cisions on interpretation of rules. Some render deci- 
sions on the basis of facts as they see them. 

It is generally permissible to question an interpreta- 
tion of the rules, 

It. is generally bad form to question a decision on 
facts. 

There is always a certain amount of kicking against 
umpirical decisions in a professional ball game, but 
unless disorder arises the matter is dropped with the 
final put-out. 

There have been howls of complaint against referees 
in. the prize ring. In fact, it’s the custom and nobody 
bothers much about it. 

In amateur games the spirit should be different and 
for the most part it is. | 

But when a gesture of protest reaches such impor- 
tance that word of it is flashed around the world, ob- 
viously there is something wrong. 


Viewed From an Angle. 


Many competitors, amateur and professional, lose 
sight of the fact that the decisions of umpires, ref- 
erees, judges and other officials should be accepted 
as part of the hazards of any given game. . 

There is a considerable amount of luck involved in 
the issue of almost any game that might be men- 
tioned. A competitor soon learns to take these breaks 
as they come, good or bad. 

The decisions of officials should be taken in the 
same way. An umpire gives his decisions as he sees 
them, which is the only honest way in which he can 
give them. 

“‘Slow-motion”’ pictures sometimes have shown that 
judges at horse races, umpires at ball games and ref- 
erees at football contests were mistaken in their deci- 
sions of what actually occurred, but that doesn’t alter 
the general proposition. An umpire can’t wait to see 
the films before calling a man safe or out at third 


base. 
An Even Break. 


A tennis match led to this discussion. Therefore 
one might consider the happenings in many tennis 
matches. 

A hard hit ball strikes the cord of the net, balances 
a moment and falls back. If it had fallen over—a 
matter of a fraction of an inch or a vibration of the 
cord—the match might have gone the other way. 

A player hits a high lob and a gust of wind carries 
it out by the width of a hair. If it had fallen inside 
it meant victory. It fell outside and ultimately led 
to defeat. 

It’s a matter of luck. The matches are begun by 


: leaving a decision to luck. The players, toss a racquet | 


for choice of courts. 

Players take these breaks as they come. They are 
part of the game. So are the decisions of the umpires 
and referees, though they are sometimes harder to 


take, : 
‘The Time to Appeal. 

There is little excuse in amateur sport for complaint 
against the decisions of referees or umpires. 

When # golfer drives from the first tee or a tennis 

player takes his stand at the baseline it is a tacit ac- 
ceptance of the conditions under which it has been 
ruled that the match must be played. ' 

This includes weapons, weather, luck, accidents and 
the decisions of officials as well as the skill of the 
contestants. 

The time to object against any official or condition 
is before the match has started. 

Accepting an umpire or referee and then rejecting 
his decisions is about as: logical as demanding four 
outs in an inning or five downs to make a ten-yard 


The Professional View. 

This, of course, does not apply to professional games 
where a man has little personal choice in the matter 
of whether he plays or not and no choice at all in 
the ‘selection of umpires or judges. Exception must 
be taken in favor of the haughty heroes of the ‘prize 
ring who pick their own referees. 

But a baseball player has no voice in the selection 
of an umpire though he has a loud voice in ———— 
ing the decisions of the aforsesaid official. 

A matter of finance enters into the — 
protest. A baseball player fights for his base hits be- 
cause the more base hits he makes the more money 
he expects to earn. The big league pitcher raises ruc- 
tions on called balis and strikes along the same gen- 
eral principles. Games won and lost are matters of 
dollars and cents with him. 

Therefore when a ball player yells “I’ve been 
robbed,”’ he really means it. 

An amateur may think that an umpire has robbed 
him of a pleasant afternoon, or an honorary title, or 
a chance at victory, but a professiona)] figures that 
there is an ultimate loss in actual cash, and he acts 
accordingly. Which is only logical. 


Awarding the Palm. 


Disapproval of an official decision is not uncommon 
on the tennis court. Players frequently throw a point 
when they think that the previous decision was wrong- 
fully given in their favor. This, of course,’ is a pub- 
lic and direct criticism of the official. 

There is one game, however, in which memory fails 
to recall a case of criticism of umpires or referees in 
championship play, and that is golf. 

It is doubtful that many of the thousands of specta- 
tors who follow a championship match around the 
links realize that there are such officials as a referee 
and an umpire on the course.

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FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Conflicting Movement on Stock 
Exchange, With Declines Pre- 
dominating—Money 41/, %. 


The stock market. yesterday 
reached that curious condition in 
which different people gave opposite 
description of the trend of prices, 
even when the market itself had 
closed.

No further purchase, withdrawal 
or shifting of gold occurred on for- 
eign markets for the account of the 
Bank of France, but cabled citations 
from the press of London showed 
that market to be both apprehensive 
and irritated at the constantly over- 
hanging possibility.. Last. week’s 
conference at Paris between the Gov- 
ernor of the Bank of England and 
the Governor of the Bank of France 
seems to have got no further than 
a “gentlemen’s agreement’’ that the 
London bank would be warned be- 
forehand when the. French _§institu- 
tion contemplated taking gold from 
it. This can hardly reassure finan- 
cial London, and meantime the 
French. bank’s purchases of ‘sterling 
and other drafts, though less. than 
the recent weekly acquisitions of 
more than $50,000,000, are still ob- 
normally large. The actual situa- 
tion is, that the Bank of France has 
undertaken forcibly to hold the franc 
at a price below what home and 
foreign markets appear to consider 
its intrinsic value. 

Recent events have made it evi- 
dent that the fall in its price from 
6% cents in 1924 to less than 2 
cents last July was primarily a re- 
sult of “flight of capital’ to foreign 
markets—chiefly through leaving in 
those markets. the proceeds of 
French. exports, which last year 
amounted in all to 58,000,000,000 
frances. When this expatriated cap- 
ital came rushing. home again, on 
the discovery that the fall of the 
franc was definitely ended, the re- 
sult should normally have been that 
most or all of the lost ground would 
have been recovered. That is pre- 
cisely what occurred with Italy, 
where the lira has already gained 
in value more”since last Summer 
than ‘it had lost in two or three pre- 
ceding past years. But France, be- 
cause of the trade disturbance, un- 
dertook to stop the franc’s rise when 
less than half of the ground lost 
since April, 1924, had been recov- 
ered: Since the market was willing 
to pay more for the franc than the 
official -4cent price, the only way 
to impose that price was for the 
Bank of France to sell around 4 
cents all the francs that the foreign 
bidders wanted. -It is difficult to 
foresee the end of that process, and 
of the resultant accumulation of 
foreign exchange, unless through 
legal revalorization of the franc, 
which would establish permanently 
the buying and selling price for 


everybody. Even then, an interest-- 


ing question would arise as to the 
possible flow of actual gold to Paris.

Crude oil production in the United 
States. set a new high record for all 
time in the week ended on June 4, 
when the daily average gross output 
was 2,507,300 barrels. This was 9,000 
barrels more than in the previous 
week and 900 barrels more than the 
previous record, established in the 
first week of May. 

Daily average production east of 
California was 1,870,900 barrels, as 
compared with 1,872,300 barrels in 
the preceding week, a decrease of 
1,400 barrels, but an increase of 10,- 
400 barrels in California fields to 
636,400 barrels daily made the new 
record. The Seal Beach output, 
which. rose 10,000 barrels to 54,000 
barrels, was the determining factor. 
Long Beach ee roduced 2,000 barrels 
more, while Ventura Avenue pro- 
duced 1,100 barrels less and Torrance 

barrels less. The other Califor- 
nia fields were unchanged on the 
week, Oklahoma produced 4,300 bar- 
rels more, but Colorado’s output fell 
4,400 barrels.

“It has been steadfastly adhered to 
by the administrations of Presidents 
ding and Coolidge,’ he said, 
“and helped by the large surpluses 
which have come from the prosperity 
of the country; and the businesslike 
administration of our national Gov- 
ernment has resulted in reducing our

of $6,611, 

“Last year the Treasury Depart- 
ment retired $873,000,000 of ‘of debt. and 
in the fiscal year ‘which ends on 
June 30 debt retirement will aggre- 
gate over $1,000,000,000.”" 

‘‘This means, to be sure,”’ said Mr. 
Mills, “‘fewer Government securities 
for the investor, but it spells an 
enormous saving in interest charges 
on consequent relief to the taxpayer. 

‘“‘Hiow great the relief is, is strik- 
ingly illustrated by the fact that in- 
terest ents next year will be 
less by ,000,000 than they are dur-

do not be regretful that Congress 
might have given you the benefit 
of r tax reduction, but rather 
realiea th that this entire surplus hav- 
ing been applied to the reduction of 
the National debt the reduced in- 
terest charges will represent a per- 
manent annual saving which will in- 
ure to your benefit in reduced taxes 
with just as much certainty as would 
the more direct method of tax re 
duction.” 


Explains Refunding Details. 
Declaring there was no need for 
the principles which govern Treas- 
ury refunding and retirement opera- 


tions to ‘‘be shrouded in mystery,’’ 
Mr. Mills gave the New York bank- 
ers an explanation. 

The general program is twofold 
in character,’’ he said. ‘It contem- 
plates, in the first place, a steady 
reduction of debt by retirement, and, 
secondly, a reduction of the burden 
by refunding as rapidly as possible 
securities bearing high rates of in- 
terest with these g a lower 
rate. To date the Treasury has been 
sinzularly successful in both opera- 
tions. 

“We have to start with a defin'‘te 
amount of outstanding obiigations 
extending over a pe —* ba twenty 

ears or more, with v — 2 
ies, some of which 
controls by means of call ——— 
We know, then, certain fixed dates 
on which certain obligations have to 
be met; and there are, in addition a 
number of open dates which may be 
filled either by making use of the 
call provision of a particular issue, 
or by the issue of a new maturity 
through a refunding operation. 

At is these open dates that give 
the Treasury a very considerable 
measure of freedom as to the maturi- 
ties of Government obligations. 

“But.there are limitations. For 
instance, we must be careful in pre- 
paring our schedule to see that 
enough securities either mature or 
are callable ev year to enable 
us to effect the retirements from the 
sinking fund required by law. 

“Sinking fund retirements must be 
effected at an average cost not in 
excess of par and the age majority 
of retirements from this source from 
now on must be made at par. This 
means that unless there are adequate 
maturities in each year, the Treasury 
Department might find itself unable 
to make any retirements from the 
sinking fund, for United States Gov- 
ernment securities have a tendency 
to mount to a premium.

The fact is that if 
business forecasting were not large- 
ly voodooism, there would be noth- 
ry | ing to forecast, because nothing un- 
usual would happen.
